London, Sept. 28.-Dr Robert 
Broom, South Africa’s premicr 
fossil-man huntor, reported in 
the current issue of the British 
scientific publication “Nature” 
that he had discovered a whole 
.eroup . of .. ape-men..remai. 
the famed ‘Sterkfontein Caves 
of South Africa. - 

In a letter signed also by his 


colleague, J.:'T., Robinson, Dr Broom 
wrote: “The conclusion to which’ 
some of us have come, that man 


hos evolved from oan Austr 
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‘alo- 
Pitheeine (South African fossil ape- 
man) of Pllocene times, seems Ulkely 
to be proved correct.” - 

‘Gceolpgists figure the Pliocene age 
began . ‘13,000,000 yerrs ago and 
lasted until the beginning of the icd 
ages 1,000,0CQ yourn vagd. It was 
the first definte statement by Dr 
Broom’ that his {mportant 
Stericfontein’ finds, which have been 
reported intermittently for several 
yeurs,;—uppronched - that-great-age. 

The fossilised siccletal bones of 
several Individuals bave been dis- 
covered sinee, according to © the 
Broom-Robinson Ietter. ! 

“On August 1 we discovered part 
of a skeleton with a perfect pelvis, 
much of the femur, tlbia, some ribs 
and vertebrae and: parts of the skull 
very badly crushed and broken. 
The skeleton scems to be that of a 
female," the letter sald. 

“The pelvis is shaped , almost 
exactly as in'the Bushman and very 
unilke that of any antropolds or 
monkcys. ‘Had. thls Yum been 
found alone, some would probably 
have claimed it as human, though no 
one would have been Ukely to have 
argu:d it was only a chimpanzee 
pelvis... . 

"The skeleton was probably that 
of a female who stood about four 
fect in height or a little less. The 
male ‘must have been much taller— 
perhaps even five feet,
